NO REAL GAIN IN 
BUSINESS NOTED 


NRA _ Authorities Show 
Little Disposition to En- 
force Orders, Field Men 
Say, and Unorganized 
Workers Are Afraid. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Increas- 
ing code violation from coast to 
coast and “no real improvement in 
business over a year ago’ were 
found by the American Federation 
of Labor in a survey just com- 


pleted. 

The survey consisted of reports 
from 71 organizers in 29 states. 
found increasing or 
widespread violation of codes in 
their areas. Only seven reported 
violations on the wane. Several said 
the NRA _ Blue Eagle no longer 
drew the respect of buyers in their 
districts. 

The Code Violations. 

In summarizing the reports, the 
Federation attributed the increase 
in violations to: 

“(1) The fact that the code au- 
thorities, themselves, are not in fa- 
vor of the codes and hence do not 
bother to see them enforced. 

“(2) The employes, particularly 
in unorganized plants, are afraid of 
losing their jobs for reporting any 
infractions of the codes. 

“(3) The failure of the adminis- 
tration, itself, to command the re- 
spect of business, i. e., restoring the 
Blue Eagle to companies who have 
violated the codes, without prose- 
cuting the cases.” 

Other Contributing Factors. 

“The drouth, increasing unem- 
ployment and lack of co-operation 
on the part of business with the 
National Recovery Administration” 
also were said to be “items of real 
importance’ in existing conditions. 

Three of four Alabama organ- 
izers reported violations to be in- 
creasing. The fourth said he could 
note no difference, but 
“chiseling particularly bad in the 
lumber industry and among mer- 
chants.” 

Three of four in California also 
reported increases. The fourth 
failed to mention the subject. 

Both reporting Florida agents 
mentioned increases. 

The Situation in Mlinois. 

In Illinois, three said violations 
were decreasing; three others re- 
ported increases, 

The three Ipdiana organizers 
who mentioned violations remarked 
they were on the increase, as did 
two representatives In Iowa and 
one each in Kentucky and Kansas. 

From Louisiana came a report 
violations were decreasing. One 
Massachusetts agent reported an 
increase, another failed to mention 
the subject. 

Michigan and Minnesota organ- 
izers reported increases, a Montana 
agent made no statement, and a 
New Hampshire representative saw 
decreases in violations. 

New York and New Jersey. 

Two from New York and one 
from New Jersey reported in- 
creases. One North Carolina or- 
ganizer found a decrease, another 
an increase. Ohio was divided, 
three to three, with three others 
not mentioning violations. 

Two from Oklahoma found in- 
creases, as did two from Pennsyl- 
vania. Organizers in South Da- 
kota, Texas, Utah, Washington and 
West Virginia were unanimous in 
reporting increases; One organizer 
from Wisconsin likewise found in- 
creases. Two others from the same 
State did not mention violations. 
The Virginia organizer also was si- 
lent on the subject.

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DISCOVERY BY WILKINS 
ON ANTARCTIC FLIGHT

SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 9.—Sir 
Hubert Wilxins, at Magallanes, 


Chile, with his Antarctic expedition, 
is quoted in the newspaper Ultimas 
Noticias as saying he and his air- 
plane pilot, Bernt Balchen. had 
flown over certain South Polar 
mountains hitherto unknown. 

The newspaper says John Green- 
ock, a member of the crew, dis- 
closed that at one time, during a 
food shortage, the sledge dogs ate 
each other. 

Wilkins described the wreck of 
the expedition’s plane, saying a 
snowstorm caught the craft as he 
and Balchen were flying at an alti- 
tude of 3500 feet. He said Balchen 
made the best possible landing un- 
der the circumstances, No one was 
injured, although -a wheel was 
broken. 

The accident, he said, caused 
them to remain two days away from 
the rest of the expedition, but com- 
municating with them by radio. 
Sir Hubert is at Magallanes to 
get repair parts for the airplane 
and will return to his companions, 
Lincoln Ellsworth and Balchen, as 
£00n as he has obtained them. His 
arrival there caused a sensation. 
He went ashore in a skin coat, his 
face covered by a heavy beard, and 
his first request was for tobacco. 
In a speech at the Magallanes 
Club he said: “Tne men are stand- 
ing the inclemencies remarkably. 
The radio brings frequent news 
from America and Europe. I be- 
lieve the expedition is achieving 
important results.” 

He said the expedition intended 
to continue its work until March,

Escaped Prisoners Given Craft 
Supplies and Money by British 
and Americans.

CHAIRMANSHIPS 


Leadership in 16 of 20 Im- 
portant House Commit- 
tees Goes to Them; 13 of 
19 in Senate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — The 
smashing Democratic victories in 
two successive national elections 
have given the South 16 out of 20 
important House chairmanships, 
including the “Big Three’—Rules, 
Appropriations, and Ways and 
Means—and put Southerners into 
the chairmanships of 13 of the 
Senate’s 19 most important com- 
mittees. In addition, Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner presides over the Sen- 
ate, and another Southerner prob- 
ably will be elected Speaker of the 
House. 

The wholesale defeat of Eastern 
Republicans. left Western insur- 
gents and Liberals “riding high” 
in the Senate. They will dominate 
the minority blocs on virtually 
every Senate committee. 

With the South’s control of the 
new Congress, Joe T. Robinson of 
Arkansas once more will be ma- 
jority leader of the Senate. Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Byrns of Ten- 
nessee most likely will be majority 
leader of the House, unless elected 
Speaker. The “Big Three” of the 
House committees will have these 
southern chairmen: Appropriations, 
James P. Buchanan of Texas; 
Rules, William B. Bankhead of 
Alabama; Ways and Means, Rob- 
ert L. Doughton of North Carolina. 

Eyes on Speakership. 

Some Democrats north of the 
Mason-Dixion line, however, have 
turned eyes to the Speakership of 
the House. Representative Mar- 
tin J. Kennedy, Tammany Demo- 
crat. said he believed “New 
York is entitled to the Speaker- 
ship.” In the contest for the 
Speakership three Southerners 
have been considered in the lead for 
the post left vacant by the death 
last summer of Speaker Henry T. 
Rainey of Illinois. They are: Rep- 
resentatives Byrns party floor 
leader; Bankhead of Alabama, 
chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee, and Rayburn of Texas, 
chairman of the Commerce Com- 
mittee. The only Northern mem- 
ber to announced formally is Repre- 
sentative Mead of New York. 

“Most of Tuesday’s gains in 
Democratic seats were made in 
Northern states, while some of the 
Southern border states lost to Re- 
publicans,” Kennedy said. ‘North- 
ern states now have about 150 
Democrats, Southern states 129 and 
Western states 44, 

Besicges Bankhead, Byrns, Ray- 
burn and Mead, Rankin of Missis- 
sippi, Greene of Florida, Jones of 
Texas, Sabath of Illinois, and Arn- 
old of Illinois, have indicated a 
willingness to run for the Speaker- 
ship. Other possibilities mentioned 
are McCormack of Massachusetts. 
Woodrum of Virginia, Crosser of 
Ohio, Lea of California and Warren 
of North Carolina. 

Major Elective Offices. 

The Democratic victory of Tues- 
day gave the party roughly, four- 
fifths of the major elective offices 
in the country. The standing to 
date follows: 

House: Democrats, 321: Repub- 
licans, 103; Farmer-Labor, three: 
Progressives, seven; undecided, one. 

Senate: Democrats, 69, Republic- 
ans, 24; Farmer-Labor, one; Prog- 
ressive, one; undecided, one .

DENIES POLITICS 
IN PWA SPENDING 


Declares Fewer and Fewer 
Projects Were Approved 
in Recent Campaign, 


None After Oct. 17. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Assert- 
ing that the purpose of the Public 
Works Administration always has 
been to win recovery, not votes, 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes last 
night denied “fantastic charges un- 
supported by even a scintilla of evi- 
cence that PWA was playing poli- 
tics” in the political campaign just 
ended. 

Fewer and fewer projects were 
approved as the campaign advanced 
and not one after Oct. 17, he said. 
On the contrary, hundreds of allot- 
ments were rescinded in the weeks 


preceding the election. 

Ickes said in a radio address that 
his unusua: silence under fire was 
because of an unwillingness to be 
a party to injecting PWA into a 
political campaign. 

“PWA has never been 
tics,” he declared.

Hundreds of Projects Rejected. 

If PWA had been playing politics, 
the Secretary said, it would have 
been particularly active during re- 
cent weeks when it was doing 
nothing. He added: 

“We would have held back a few 
hundred millions of dollars to put 
to use where they would do the 
most good as the campaign devel- 
oped.” 

Ickes said he could tell of hun- 
dreds of projects of vital impor- 
tance denied. The approval of 
those, he said, would have had a 
favorable effect upon the election, 
but he turned a deaf ear to all 
pleas. 

“False charges by Republican 
leaders and their partisan organs,” 
Ickes declared, were that he had 
bought the State of Maine with 
Public Works funds. 

He told of a trip to that State, 
at the invitation of the Governor, 
to inspect the proposed Passama- 
quoddy power project and to con- 
fer with a commission of four Re- 
publicans and a Democrat over a 
possible market for the power. 

‘The partisan press and those 
who sought to win office on any 
terms,” he said, set up a “false hue 
and cry” that he had “deliberately 
gone into the State of Maine to buy 
the election” for the Democrats.

4 MEN BURNED 10 DEATH 
IN GRAIN ELEVATOR FIRE 


$2,000,000 Blaze at Newport News, 
Va., Attributed to Dust 
Explosion.

Four men were burned to death in 
a fire that destroyed the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio grain elevator here 
yesterday.

RUUKS ON STAND 
IN DISBARMENT TRIAL 


Says He Sent Check to Client 
in Suit Settlement but 
Fails to Produce It. 


Roy N. Rooks, an attorney, whom 
the St. Louis Bar Association is 
seeking to disbar on charges he 


wrongfully retained more than $900 
due four clients, testified in Circuit 
Judge Ryan’s court yesterday that 
he had sent a check for $62.50 to 
Miss Alma Biggs, the third client to 
testify against him, as her share 
of a $125 damage claim settlement, 
but was unable to produce the can- 
celed check.

Biggs, he said he turned over the? : 


check stub to the Bar Association’s 
Grievance Committee. 

“Aren’t you satisfied you never 
sent the check?” Judge Ryan in- 
quired, after remarking that the 
stub was not conclusive evidence. 

Rooks replied that he was not, 
since his records showed the check 
was mailed. He exhibited a carbon 
copy of the letter he said accom- 
panied the check. 

Insisting that his contract with 
Miss Biggs was for 50 per cent of 
the amount collected on her claim, 
he produced a copy of the docu- 
ment. Miss Biggs had testified the 
agreement was for 33 per cent.

that there appeared to be an eras- 
ure of the percentage figure. Rooks, | 
seemingly puzzled, agreed that ap- 
parently there had been an erasure 
and Judge Ryan remarked, “It 
looks like it to the Court.”

Possibilities of Method. 
Fancy the possibilities of such a 
method. It combines the rich brown 
color and flavor of a delicious roast 
with the moist tenderness of a good 
stew. And the big advantage is that 
the meat used for braising may be 
one of the economical cuts like a 
chuck roast or steak, breast of veal, 
round or rump steak, short ribs, 
neck slices of lamb or veal, or flank 
steak. Whether the meat is in small 
pieces or a large cut—the idea is 
the same, just brown carefully, then 
cover and cook slowly until tender. 
You will recognize at once that 
our old friends, the pot roast and 
the swiss steak are two meats that 
are braised. 

Starting with such a= simple 
method—endless variations can be 
made which will net any number 
of delightfully different dinner 
meats. A pot roast, for example,

meat chosen, such as the rump 
or chuck or beef, the arm of veal 
or rolled breast. Different liquids 
may be used in place of water— 
tomato juice or canned tomato 
soup, a vinegar and water mixture, 
vegetable soup or meat broth all 
add a different touch to the flavor. 
Whole vegetables, parboiled, then 
allowed to finish cooking with the 
pot roast are delicious. Try slices 
of peppers, whole potatoes and car- 
rots with the beef, or squares of 
peeled raw squash with the veal. 
Tender dumplings cooked with the 
pot roast during the last 15 min- 
utes, then served with a sprinkling 
of crispy fried bread crumbs are 
another delicacy. 

Swiss or Flank Steak Varied. 

The familiar Swiss or flank steak 
may be varied in just as simple a 
manner. Use any canned soup, di- 
luted catsup, sour cream, thin white 
sauce, or tomato juice for the liq- 
uid. Slices of onion, carrot and pep- 
per may be browned with the meat, 
then allowed to impart their com- 
bined flavors to it while it cooks 
done slowly. 

Small cuts like pork chops, neck 
lamb chops, squares of shoulder or 
chuck steak may be treated: to the 
same cookery methods. A spoon- 
ful of dressing wrapped inside the 
steak makes another combination 
flavor. ‘ 

The casserole of glass or even 
pottery is an ideal dish in which 
to cook these smaller braised meat 
cuts. Placed in a slow oven, the 
heat penetration is so slow and 
even that the tendering is done 
without breaking up the meat or 
boiling away the small amount of 
liquid. The same effect can, of 
course, be secured in a closely cov- 
ered frying pan or kettle on top 
the stove. The simmer burner will 
produce enough heat to keep the 
slow cooking in progress, and save 
considerable gas at the same time. 

Braised meats are delicious and 
are one of the best answers to the 
problem of economical meat cook- 
ery.

PUMPKIN PIE CRUST 
MUST BE PERFECT 


No One Wants to Eat Filling 
and Leave Crust—Varia- 
tions for Pie Suggested. 


The frost is on the pumpkin and 
it’s time for pumpkin pies; big, 
thick, golden brown, deliciously 
spicy pumpkin filling and a per- 
fectly baked crispy crust. 

The crust of the pie must be per- 
fect. No one wants to eat pumpkin 
pie and have to leave the “shell,” 
because it’s not worthy of the fill- 
ing. This means tender pie crust 
with the usual amount of fat, a pie 
crust crisp but not brittle, tender 
yet not oily. 

For two one-crust pies start with 
two cups of pastry flour or all pur- 
pose flour which has two table- 
spoons of cornstarch in every cup 
of flour. Sift it with three-fourths 
to one teaspoon of salt and add to 
it just one-half cup of cold fresh 
lard. Don’t guess, measure it accu- 
rately in your measuring cup. Use 
a pastry blender, two knives, to cut 
the lard into the flour. Work light- 
ly so as not to mash the fat into 
the flour. It should remain in small 
whole pieces, evenly. distributed 
throughout the flour. 

Water Must Be Cold. 

Now you're ready to add the wa- 
ter. It should be as cold as possi- 
ble and for accuracy’s sake measure 
out just six tablespoons for this 
amount of crust.

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Government Experts Make Survey 


To Determine Quantity of Milk 
Used Per Family in 59 Cities 


Averaged About Half-Pint Per Person Each 
Day; One Quart Recommended 
for Each Child. 


Most of us do not use enough 
milk, say the nutrition specialists. 


They have been thinking 80 for 
some time. Now their opinion . is 
confirmed by the findings of the 
consumers’ counsel of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration, 
who has collected information as 
to the quantity of milk purchased 
by families with children in public 
schools in 59 cities in 46 states. A 
considerable proportion of those 
families bought no.fresh milk at 
all. The average quantity of milk 
bought by all those families was 
enough for about one glass (half- 
pint) per person each day. What 
we ought to have, says the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
is a quart of milk per day for every 
child, and a pint for each adult. 

That does not mean you should 
DRINK that much milk unless you 
wish to.. The milk will be just as 
useful to you if you get it in soups, 
or custards, or sauces or gravies— 
or for that matter, in cheese, where 
you get it in concentrated form. 
For any cooking purpose you can 
use evaporated milk or dried milk 
just as well as fresh fluid milk, 
probably at less cost. 

There is good reason, of course, 
for all this talk about milk, espec- 
ially for people who have very lit- 
tle money to spend for food. No 
one food in the world can satisfy 


all the food needs of the human 
body, but milk comes nearest to do- 
ing it. It is most important for its | 
calcium, which is bone-building ma- 
terial; its proteins, for muscle 
building; its easily digested fat, 
and some sugar for body fuel; its 
vitamins A and Gs especially, 
though it contains other vitamins 
as well. It is not easy to. get 
enough of some of these substances, 
especially calcium, unless you do 
use milk. And with this unique va- | 
riety of food values, milk is a good 
buy; even at city prices which may 
seem high. In your pint a day and 
your child's quart, you are getting 
more for your‘money than you can 
buy in any other single food. And 
to that extent you can spend less 
for other foods. 
Milk in Varied Forms. 

You get those same values, too, 
if you use milk in other forms— 
evaporated milk» or dried milk, 
which in cities you will find cheap- 
er than fresh whole milk and ea- 
sier to keep. 

Evaporated milk is pure fresh 
cow's milk with much of the water 
evaporated (fresh whole milk is 
more than 87 per cent water). If, 
to a can of evaporated milk you 
add an equal measure of water, you 
can use it in most of the ways you 
would use fresh milk. And the food 
value would be the same at lower 
cost. 

Condensed milk is pure. fresh 
cow's milk sweetened and evaporat- 
ed, therefore it is thicker than 
evaporated milk. It may be used 
in many of the same ways evapo- 
rated milk is used, but is too sweet 
for infant feeding, unless the doc- 
tor prescribes it. 

Dried milk -is pure fresh cow’s 
milk dried to a fine white powder. 
Dried whole milk is sold at retail 
in tightly sealed cans, under vari- 
ous trade names. Dried skim milk, 
which is the cheapest form of milk 
you can buy, is marketed wholesale, 
chiefly to bakers, and ice cream 
makers who use it in their prod- 


Sometimes they will sell it to 
you 


ucts. 
you in small quantities. Or 
could get it through your “Co-Op, 
if you belong to one. It is an ex- 
cellent buy for school lunch kitch- 
ens, for community centers, or for 
relief supplies. It will keep a month 
or more in a tightly covered can 
ir. a cool place. 

Dried skim milk has practically 
the same food value as fresh skim 
milk, and that means the food 
values of whole milk, except the 
fat and vitamin A. It costs less 
than fresh skim milk, and is a 
cheap source of calcium and milk 
proteins. It costs less than whole 
milk, whether fresh, evaporated, or 
condensed. And you can add the 
milk fat and the vitamin A to your 
diet by using a little more butter 
when you use dried skim milk, and 
still the cost is less than whole milk 
in any form. One quart of fresh 
whole milk equals 342 ounces of 
dried skim milk plus 1% ounces of 
butter. 

Food Value of Cheese. 

As for cheese, you get nearly all 
the whole milk values in plain 
American (cheddar) cheese, and 
skim milk values in cottage cheese, 
which is made of skim milk. But 
cheese, of course, is more concen- 
trated, and the milk values count 
up faster im a small portion. 

Here are the equivalents of fresh 
milk in various other forms: One 
quart of fresh whole milk equals— 
17 ounces evaporated milk (one 
tull can holds 14% ounces); one 
quart skim milk and 1% ounces but- 
ter: five ounces American cheese 
(Cheddar); 4% ounces dried whole 
milk; 32 ounces dried skim milk 
and 1% ounces butter. 


Directions for Using Dried Skim 
Milk. 


Dried skim milk can be made in- 
to fluid simply by mixing with wa- 
ter—one-quarter cup of the powder 
for each cup of water, or one cup 
of the powder for each quart of wa- 
ter. To increase the milk values, 
increase the proportion of dried 
skim milk to water. Measure the 
water into a bowl, sprinkle the 
powder over the surface a little at 
a time, beating with an egg whip, 
a dover beater, or a fork. Use eith- 
er cold or warm water. Do not use

You can use dried skim milk as 
it comes, if you are making bread, 
for instance, or any other flour mix- 
ture. Sift the milk powder with the 
other dry ingredients and add but- 
ter if you can, to get the food val- 
ue of whole milk. Then add either 
milk or water for the liquid called 
for in the recipe. For soups and 
chowders, gravies and sauces, make 
the dried skim milk into fluid milk 
by mixing with water, as directed 
in the previous paragraph. 


Recipes. 
Lentil Soup With Milk. 

Two cups dry lentils. 

Two cups milk. 

One small onion. 

One tablespoon flour. 

Three tablespoons fat. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Wash and soak the dry lentils 
overnight in two cups of water. 
Then drain, add three pints of 
fresh water, cook the lentils until 
tender, and put them through a 
sieve and colander. Heat the milk 
and stir in the lentil pulp. Brown 
the onion in the fat, stir in the 
flour, and add this mixture to the 
hot liquid. Cook for a few minutes 
and add salt and pepper to taste. 


Oatmeal Chowder. 

Two cups quick cooking oats. 

One quart boiling water. 

One quart milk. 

One-quarter pound diced 
pork. 

Two medium onions, chopped. 

Two cups shredded carrots. 

Pepper. 

Salt. 

Cook the oats in the quart of 
boiling water for about four min- 
utes, and stir frequently. Add the 
milk. Fry the salt pork until crisp, 
remove the pork, and cook the 
onions until well browned in the 
fat. Mix the cooked oats, onions, 
and carrots and simmer for a few 
minutes, then add the pork and salt 
and pepper to taste. Place two or 
three crackers in a hot soup dish 
and pour in the chowder. 

Cheese Soup. 

One quart milk. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One cup soft flaked cheese. 

Salt. 

Paprika. 

Dash Tabasco sauce. 

One tablespoon finely 
parsley. 

Heat the milk in a double boiler 
and stir some of the hot milk into 
the well blended butter and flour. 
Return to the double boiler and 
cook the mixture for five minutes. 
Add the cheese and stir until the 
cheese has melted, then beat until 
smooth. Season to taste with salt, 
paprika, and Tabasco sauce. Sprin- 
kle a little of the parsley over the 
top of each serving. 

Rice and Onion Soup. 

Two tablespoons broken rice. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two cups water. 

One onion, chopped very fine. 

Two cups milk. 

One-quarter salt pork cut in small 
pieces. 

Wash the rice and sprinkle slowly

INCREASE GASOLINE PRICES 


First Advance Since Reduction 
Began Month 
Ago. 

The first upward trend in Kast 
St. Louis gasoline prices since re- 
ductions began a month ago oc 
curred yesterday when filling sta- 
tions advanced the price of their 
regular grade from 9.9 cents to 11 
cents a gallon. 

Dealers expressed the belief that 
the move would result in stabiliza- 
tion of a price near that of 16.4 
cents which prevailed at the be- 
ginning of the price war. Ethyl 
gasoline, which had been selling 
generally at 11.9 cents, was in- 
creased to 13 cents. Sale of third- 
grade gasoline had been virtually 
discontinued while cut prices pre- 
vailed. 

No change in gasoline prices was 
reported by major companies in St. 
Louis or St. Louis County. The re- 
tail price, including a 3%-cent tax, 
is: Ethyl gasoline, 12% cents a gal- 
lon; regular, 10% cents; and third- 
grade, 9% cents.

order to the wireless room, Warms 
told Department o1 Commerce in- 
spectors in the tria) for revocation 
of his license. 

Warms challenged the accuracy 
of a report by Dickerson N. Hoo- 
ver, assistant director of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, who charged 
that the Morro Castle continued on 
its course for 3.1 miles, after the 
fire was reported to the bridge, 
before alarms were sounded. wat 
couldn't be correct,’ Warms assert- 
ed, “because the fire alarm sound- 
ed within a minute after I got the 
first report.” .

The dispute ap- 
peared to be led by a man and 
woman juror. 

“T tell you he didn’t hold him 
up,” a man’s voice declared.

Donald that Doke, upon meeting 
Hollingshead at the ranch the day 
of the killing, forcibly obtained 
from the youth a packet of love let- 
ters written to him by Mrs. Doke.

FLANDIN FORMS 
FRENCH CABINET: 
TRUCE CONTINUES 


New Ministry, Sworn in 12 
Hours After Resignation 
of Doumergue, to Sub- 
mit Program Tuesday.

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The swiftly or- 
ganized cabinet of Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin, France’s new Premier, 


took the oath from President Le- 
brun last night. It was sworn in 
12 hours after*the Government of 
Gaston Doumergue resigned. 

Flandin put his Ministers to work 
today on a program to be submit- 
ted to Parliament next Tuesday. It 
aims at economic revival and re- 
duction of unemployment. 

The public apparently was gen- 
erally satisfied. No violent disor- 
ders followed Doumergue’s down- 
fall, although crowds here and in 
provincial cities cheered Doumergue 
and shouted “down- with Parlia- 
ment.” 

Fears of troubles similar to the 
street riots of last February were 
largely dissipated when the new 
government took control. Heavy 
police patrols remained on the 
streets, however. 


Disorder Suppressed. 


Attempts to start rioting, mostly 
by Royalists, failed yesterday. Fifty 
persons were arrested, but were re- 
leased later. 

The situation on the streets was 
ugly for a while when crowds in 
front of the opera, shouting “down 
with the Deputies,” temporarily 
broke police lines. They were later 
dispersed without great disorder. 

Although the new cabinet inclines 
more to the right than Doumer- 
gue’s, the powerful Radical-Socialist 
party voted unanimously to support 
it. 

Like Doumergue’s, the Cabinet of 
Flandin is a “political truce” body. 
It. is the ninety-seventh Cabinet 
since the third republic was pro- 
claimed in 1870. 

“The men I have gathered to- 
gether,” the Premier said, “will for- 
get party differences for one end— 
to fight against misery and unem- 
ployment.”

How Cheap ShoesFrom Europe _ 
Cause Ignoring of Labor Code 
In Certain American Plants 


Foreign Footwear Pouring in, Especially 
From Czecho-Slovakia, Despite High 
Tariff Barrier.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—De- 


spite the tariff barrier which less 
than two years ago was built half 
again as high as it had been, cheap 
shoes from Europe, specifically 
from Czecho-Slovakia, are coming 
into the United States in ever in- 
creasing numbers, records at the 
Tariff Commission show. 

This foreign competition is one of 
the reasons why the labor provi- 
sions of the shoe code are being 
generally ignored in certain areas, 
the NRA suggested in a report by a 
special committee of NRA officials 
who passed on operation of this 
code in Eastern Massachusetts. 

The present struggle of Ameri- 
can manufacturers to meet the 
prices of these Czecho-Slovakian 
shoes is a perfect illustration, econ- 
omists say, of what happens when 
industrialization spreads from a so 
called “advanced” country to a so- 
called “backward’ country. Thom- 
as Bata came to America from his 
native Czecho-Slovakia about 15 
years ago to learn methods of mass 
production. He learned so well that 
he was able to go back and estab- 
lish, with American machinery, a 
huge industrial plant which now 
beats America in many world mar- 
kets, including the American do- 
mestic market. 

Figures on Imports. 

In 1932 America imported 611,474 
pairs of McKay type shoes, an inex- 
pensive shoe for women, from 
Czecho-Slovakia—for all practical 
purposes from the Bata factories. 
At the beginning of that year the 
duty on shoes of this type had been 
raised from 20 to 30 per cent. In 
1933 America took 1,016,307 pairs of 
Bata shoes. And the figures for 
1934 show a steady month by month 
rise, according to experts at the 
Tariff Commission. 

The Bata company has developed 
its own retail chain in America 
with 20 stores in Chicago. 

It has been charged in this coun- 
try that Bata pays his workers phe- 
nomenally low wages. The Tariff 
Commissiop has figures to show 


that the Bata wage levels are not 
markedly under those in this coun- 
try, at least on paper. But the joker 
is that few workers in the Bata 
plants make the announced wage, 
since they are on piece work on a 
group basis. When the group falls 
below a certain production level, 
not only each individual, but the 
whole group suffers. : 
A report of the Tariff Commis- 
sion shows that it costs about 59 
per cent more to manufacture cer- 
tain inexpensive kinds of shoes in 
this country than it does. in 
Czecho-Slovakia. This is apart feem 
the duty. 
This difference is accounted for 
largely, American manufacturers 
say, by a difference in wage levels.

THE GROWING ARMS BURDEN. 

Did the world learn a lesson from its catastrophe 
of 1914-187 It is to be doubted when one views the 
present state of its armaments. It is true that most 
of the armies are smaller today than they were in 
1913. But the expenditures on the implements of war 
and the resultant burdens upon the peoples are every- 
where greater than in 1913 save in one country, 
Germany, where reduction is forced by the terms of 
the Versailles Treaty. The Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion has just issued a valuable study of the situation, 
“The Increasing Burden of Armaments,” by William 
T. Stone and David H. Popper, which brings com- 
pactly together the facts and figures on the nations’ 
military preparations. 

Preparing these great war machines is an exceed- 
ingly costly business. Can the nations afford it? Has 
Japan, for instance, increased her revenues by 388 
per cent between 1913 and 1934, the proportion she 
has increased her armament outlay? Has Great Brit- 
ain become so prosperous in the 21-year period that 
she can make her military expenditures 48.8 per cent 
greater without sacrifice or burden? Has the United 
States so stabilized its budgetary set-up that an in- 
crease of 190.9 per cent for army and navy will not 
be felt by the people? The absurdity of the ques 
tions shows how misguided is the policy, particularly 
through a time of post-war maladjustment and world- 
wide depression. 

Why, then, do the nations step up their military 
appropriations to these high levels? Why does France,

Elsewhere, similar fears and jealousies exist. Japan 
is agitated by the prevalent nationalism in a form 
even more aggravated than is found elsewhere. She 
enters the present London naval discussions with de- 
mands that, many observers fear, will wreck all pros- 
pects of naval limitation, just as recent conferences 
on land forces have ended in deadlock. The London 
New Statesman and Nation sardonically sums up the 
attitude of the nations now negotiating with Japan 
as follows:

Julius Caesar could not fool old Casca by his feeble 
gesture of renunciation, but he set a famous political 
precedent and countless throne and office seekers 
since him have made modest motions of refusal be- 
fore grabbing the scepter. 

Carter Glass, Virginia's fiery little Senator, famed 
for his independence of character and forthrightness 
of speech, does not move in the Julius Caesar tradi- 
tion. When asked the other day whether or not he 
would run for another term in 1936, the Senator said: 
“I will if I live.” That definitely dispels all doubts, 
as did Theodore Roosevelt's electrifying phrase of 
1912: “My hat is in the ring.” 

Can it be that a new fashion of frankness is being 
created in politics and that the “I do not choose to 
run” school of equivocation is being superseded? We 


cannot believe that, though Carter Glass’ statement 
is not the only encouraging symptom. We recall Mrs. 
Gifford Pinchot’s statement of a few weeks ago: “I 
am withdrawing as candidate for Governor. Having 
no use for alibis, I will give my reason frankly. At 
this late date, I don’t believe I could win.” 
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SHIRKING RELIEF CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Much alarm is being expressed in various quarters 
about the rapidly growing Federal deficit. Federal 
expenditures under the New Deal are close to 11 bil- 
lion dollars, and the deficit is approaching six billion 
dollars. The public debt now is higher than it has 
ever been in the history of the country, even greater 
than the post-war debt. 

Of course, the main drain upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment is for relief work, that is, providing cloth- 
ing, food and shelter for unemployed persons and 
families, and for the creation of emergency jobs. The 
direct relief bill under the Roosevelt administration 
to Oct. 15 is $1,150,000,000. The great CWA experi- 
ment of last winter cost over $800,000,000. The Civil 
Conservation Corps has cost, to Oct. 15, $448,000,- 
000. In addition, vast sums have been spent for pub- 
lic works as an aid to unemployment and for the 
stimulation of industry. 

One of the reasons the Federal relief bill has 
reached such staggering totals is the increasing dis- 
position of state and local governments to shirk re- 
sponsibility toward their unemployed. During the 
first quarter of 1934, the entire relief bill in Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and South Carolina was paid by the 
Federal Government. In Alabama, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, New Mexico and North Carolina, the Govern- 
ment paid more than 95 per cent of the total 
relief bill. Oklahoma was the only state in the sec- 
ond quarter to receive its entire relief fund from the 
Federal Government, but in 13 other states, more than 
95 per cent of the total was furnished from Washing- 
ton. Steadily, the proportion of local contributions to 
total expenditures has declined. In the first three 
months of 1933, 33 per cent of relief funds came from 
local sources, whereas in the second quarter of 1934, 
only 15 per cent was so derived. Private funds, 
which formerly supplied 25 to 40 per cent of total 
relief expenditures, have fallen away to practically 
nothing. 

It is, of course, true that the disaster of the de- 
pression is a national one, and not the responsibility 
of any particular state or community. Nevertheless, 
it is highly desirable that local government furnish 
a reasonable share of relief funds. This is true, not 
only because of the seriousness of Federal finances, 
but because too great dependence upon Washington 
is an unhealthy governmental tendency, 
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The elephant will now kindly tote away the re- 
mains of the Republican party in its trunk. 
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ELECTION REGRETS. 

In the minds of many Americans, the defeat of Gov. 
Albert C. Ritchie of Maryland will stand out among 
the disappointments of the election. There can be 
hardly any doubt that he would have won the fifth 
term which he was seeking had it not been for op- 
position which his courageous anti-lynching stand 
produced on the “eastern shore.” In his narrow de- 
fedt—his opponent’s margin was only something over 
5000 votes—Gov. Ritchie has the fine satisfaction 
of knowing that the country has come to regard his 
long record of competent service as one of the bright- 
est spots in American state government. 

There will be widespread regret that Tammany 
was not bested in the fight over the comptrollership 
in New York City. Joseph D. McGoldrick, Fusion- 
Republican, who held the post by appointment, was 
a fiscal officer of fine ability and highest integrity. 
Candidate on five tickets, and backed by the same 
group of independents which carried Mayor LaGuar- 
dia to the New York City Hall, Mr. McGoldrick made 
a remarkable race. As it was, he fell short of victory 
by only 14,000 votes, while Republican candidates 
generally lost the city by margins reckoned in the 
hundreds of thousands. Since the Comptroller casts 
three votes on the board which directs New York’s 
finances, Tammany once again is an important fac- 
tor in the city’s fiscal affairs. Mayor LaGuardia 
has another problem on his hands. 

St. Clair County's decision not to adopt the com- 
mission form of county government is also regrettable. 
In a time when the very existence of the archaic 
county itself is being challenged throughout the coun- 
try, there can be no justifiable defense for the cum- 
bersome, costly and often corrupt boards of supervi- 
sors which run counties in many states. The 4-to-5 
vote for the change in St. Clair County was large 
enough to justify another campaign for it before long. 
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The Literary Digest, we surmise, will never again 
poll a preferred list. 
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THE NEGRO VOTE BREAKS AWAY. 

For the first time in history, a Negro Democrat 
has been elected to Congress. He is Arthur W. Mitch- 
ell of Chicago, and he succeeds in office Oscar De 
Priest, another Negro. In Oklahoma, the town of 
Boley, .entirely populated by Negroes, deserted the 
Republican party Tuesday and gave a plurality to 
all Democratic candidates. In St. Louis, Thomas C. 
Hennings, Democrat, was elected to Congress from 
the Eleventh Missouri District, whose population is 
40 to 45 per cent Negro. St. Clair County has elected 
to the Illinois Legislature Dr. A. H. Smith of East St. 
Louis, the first Negro Democrat to sit in that body. 

These and other examples that might be cited show 
that the historic adherence of Negroes to the party 
of Abraham Lincoln has been gravely shaken. The 
Negro vote has formed a source of support that 
G. O. P. leaders could always count on in advance. 
That this condition did not minister to the best 
interests of Negroes has been vainly preached by 
many intelligent members of the race. That the 
Democratic and Republican parties of today bear lit- 
tle resemblance to the same parties in the '60s has 
likewise been a futile argument. 

Now, it seems, modern Negroes, responding to edu- 
cation, are beginning to vote with discrimination. 
Many of them have joined the great and growing 
army of independent voters, who give constant al- 
legiance to neither of the great parties but decide 
between them in the light of men and issues. The 
change from the day when the Negro vote went blind- 
ly to one party is a salutary thing for the Negroes— 


and for all the political parties, including the Re- 
publican, as well.

CONTINENTAL MONEY 
ADDED 10 COLLECTION 


Jefferson Memorial Has Ex- 
tensive Exhibit Including 
National Lottery Ticket. 


a 


A comprehensive collection of 
Continental and Confederate money 
has been added recently to the large 
currency exhibit in the west wing of 
Jefferson Memorial. 

In five years, beginning June of 
1775, the Continental Congress is- 
sued $241,000,000 in paper money to 
finance the Revolutionary War. 
These notes, which were payable in 
Spanish silver dollars through the 
assessments of -he individual states, 
were made of thick, pulp paper, 
stiffened with mica. 

Denominations of the notes in the 
exhibit range from 50 cents to $65. 
The amount was written at the top 
of the bill and also was denoted by 


Arabic and Roman numerals on 
each corner. 
Pictures of pyramids, railroad 


trains, maps of the globe, scales of 
justice and prominent leaders of the 
period decorated the face of the 
currency. The reverse side con- 
tained a leaf design, slightly varied 
for each denomination. 

Suggestions on Notes. 

Government suggestions to “mind 
your business” and “to counterfeit 
is death” were on two of the notes. 
Across the top of the bill was print- 
ed “The United Colonies,” and cach 
was numbered in handwriting. 

The firm of Hall & Sellers, which 
did Government printing, advertised 
their company by printing their 
name in large letters on both sides 
of the currency. David Hall was 
Benjamin Franklin’s partner in the 
printing business until 1776. When 
|Franklin sold out, he took William 
Sellers into the firm. 

Depreciation cf this money began 
‘in 1776, but was stayed by compul- 
sory legal tender laws until 1780 
when the notes became worthless.

Badge Show being held at the

For scouts of the St. Louis Coun- 
cil have set up, in the eastern ex- 
hibit building there, 132 booths 
where they demonstrate what they 
have learned to qualify for advance- 
ment and how they have learned it. 


_And the show put on by these 
youngsters was so interesting that 
it kept the crowd of more than 
10,000 at the opening last night 
milling about from booth to booth 
long after taps had been sounded 
and the lights had been flashed out 
as a closing signal. 

At each booth a scout carefully 
explains the requirements for the 
badge his troop is displaying, while

Miniature Planetarium. 

Among the more ambitious ex- 
hibits built by scouts themselves 
are a miniature planetarium, con- 
sisting of a 10-foot paper hemi- 
sphere with holes of appropriate 
size to represent stars, prepared by 
scouts of Troop 79 of Third Baptist 
Church, and a working model of 
a water clarification plant con- 
structed by boys of Webster Groves 
Troop 3, First Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

But the simplest display may 
hold the most complicated story, as 
witness the “stalking” exhibit of 
Troop 51. What looks to the un-

The other 
booths show the steps necessary for 
a scout to become eligible for merit 
badge work, or scout activities 
which do not lead to merit badgee. 
Such an exhibit is that of Troop 
109, Missouri School for the Blind, 
where scouts demonstrate chai!r 
caning, racket stringing and belt 
making. 

Space is also given to the Scout 
Cubs, boys too young to be scouts, 
Sea Scouts, an organization of older 
boys, and a little theater. 

The show will be open tonight 
from 7:30 to 10 o'clock and te 
morrow from 1:30 to 10 p. m. 
James E. West, executive of the 
National Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, will speak at the closing 
session.

“If guns and warships are to be 
manufactured at all, their manufac- 
ture must be lodged in the hands 
of governments.”

FISH ARE CAUGHT BY HAND 


“Bottom Falls Out” of Body of 
Water Near Tallahas- 
see, Fila. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Nov. 9. — 
Nature yesterday completed one of 
its tricks and Lake Immonia, which 
at normal level covers an area of 
20 square miles, went dry. 

Fish by the thousands were left 
to die in the sun, while other thou- 
sands were captured by hand and 
with garden rakes in the tiny pools 
that remained as the lake drained 
out through a sink hole. 

Owners of plantations bordering 
the lake saved thousands of bass 
and bream by lifting them out of 
the shallow pools with nets and 
transferring them in tanks to other 
lakes. 

The big lake started draining 
about three weeks ago. At first 
the fall of the water was gradual. 
Ten days ago the water had 
drained down to what is called the 
basin—an area as large as 10 city 
blocks. Then it went still lower, 
and early yesterday the “bottom fel: 
cut.” 

It is no new thing for big lakes 
in this area to go dry as suddenly 
as did Lake Immonia. A few years 
ago Lake Jackson drained out with 
a roar, and its bottom was cultivat- 
ed for one crop year. Later it part- 
ly filled again.

After South’s pass, 
West was afraid to show up his 
psychic opening, so he bid one no 
trump. East jumped to three hearts, 
which was passed around to North. 
At this point, North, who had been 
atiently waiting until the opponents 
got all through, bid six spades. He 
maintained that South should have 
gone to seven, since he held the ace 
of spades. He should have, of course. 
But the main point of the hand is 
that only one pair bid seven spades.

INCE the lives of Americans 
are being directed by alphabeti-

S cal symbols, one or two more 
combinations wouldn’t make things 
much more complicated. In fact 
they might help to simplify our 
problems, especially if some such 
rudimentary combinations as ABC 
or CBA were used. 

A new act, authority, administra- 
tion (or what have you?) has been 
Suggested, largely as a means of 
keeping the home fires burning, 
and the first three letters of the 
alphabet will serve nicely as_ its 
abbreviated form.

But for a quiet 
evening at home when there are 
not outsiders present, harmony 
should prevail. 

If each member of the family 
were given the opportunity to select 
his or her own chair, some of the 
rules of interior decoration might 
be broken. Aesthetics might be 
sacrificed for comfort. Father 
might drag in one of those old plat- 
form rockers from the basement 
and not worry about the condition 
of its cover. Grandma might hold

Massage Helps 
Frequently im 
Minor Hiness 


Though a Highly Specialized 
Treatment, It Has Home 
Adaptations.

A can b the many methods which 


can be employed for the treat- 
ment of minor illnesses by the 
home doctor is massage. Massage, 
of course, is really a highly special- 
ized form of treatment, and those 
who are properly trained in it have 
to spend a good many years per- 
fecting themselves in the technic. 
But for many minor aliments the 
amateur physician in the home can 
learn to do some simple manipula- 
tions, especially when financial cir- 
cumstances do not permit the ex- 
pense of a trained masseur. 
Lumbago or backache of any kind 
can frequently be relieved by hav- 
ing the sufferer lie down, face 
down, and relaxing the muscles of 
the back along the _ spine, and 
kneading or rubbing these muscle 
masses with the fingers or open 
palm. Another good method of 
treating backache is to put a light 
layer of grease or vaseline on the 
affected area, cover it with a double 
thickness of woolen blanket, and 
take an iron, heated so that you can 
just bear to have the skin against 
it, and rub this up and down on 
top of the blanket over the painful 
area until a good area of redness 
has been developed. 

Ankle sprains and minor injuries 
of that kind can also be treated by 
manipulation after the first period 
of recuperation by rest has ended. 
The surface of the joint can be 
rubbed and stroked. Then, with one 
hand on the foot and another one 
on the leg, the joint moved in all 
directions in order to help recovery 
of functional activity. 

Headaches are frequently relieved 
by massaging the neck, particularly 
at the base of the skull and over 
the forehead. 

Besides massage and water, other 
forms of physical therapy are exer- 
cise and occupational therapy. Ex- 
ercise is probably one of the most 
frequent prescriptions that the 
amateur physician gives himself, 
and with some qualifications and 
restrictions it usually does good. It 
is better in the young than in the 
old, and if followed by a sense of 
fatigue rather than elation, should 
not be continued. 

I still say. as I said in the article 
yesterday, that rest, for most things 
is better than exercise. 

Special exercises, such as muscle 
training to restore function to a 
group of muscles that has been in- 
capacitated from injury or disease, 
should be prescribed by the physi- 
cian, but can easily be carried out
